LIONS LOOSE AT TOPEKA. 


Three «»I Them 4.lve the town a A ery Had 
4 nttple of Hours. 
ToPRKA, Ka« . Feb. 19 
Three big, hun­ 
gry lions es< aped from Sells »V Hentfrow's 
winter quarters in the heart <>f Topeka, 
and during the time they were at large ter­ 
rorized the community as only savage 
lions can. 
The elephants were eng ag ed iu 
a light which made the lions nervous. 
Three of the lions were in one cage and a 
large oue named Nero was in another cage 
nearby. 
The three became engaged in a 
pitched hat lie, which ended in all of them 
gaining their liberty 
The k« *efM*r, who 
was alone and not prepared for such an 
emergency, ran out of the building, leav­ 
ing t he doors open to the lot in the rear of 
lira buildings ami th« - lions were out in a 
moment. 
There w ere four head of cattle belonging 
to < 'olom-1 Sells in this lot ami they soon 
became the prey of th« * lions, which prob­ 
ably was all that .» aved Keejier Briggs’ 
life. 
It being late at night Colonel Sells 
was notified ami by the time he arrived the 
lion» had killed the cattle and were suck 
ing their blood which made them all the 
more ferocious and unmanageable. Torches 
Aver*- procured, (ires built and irons heated, 
ami after two hours of hard and nervous 
work the- beasts were driven back into an­ 
other cage that was placed near the en­ 
trance of the buildings.

serious injury.

When the car w ith eight occupants was 
near the bluff on the opposite side of tin* 
river the cable broke and the car dashed 
down the incline at a frig htful speed. The 
v iolent motion of tin* car caused the cable 
to wrap around it and when within about

feet from the g round crushed it as 
thoug h it .w as an eg g sh ell. Oue end of 
the

struck Ledgervvood on 
the 
head, killing him instantly. 
Blood spurt­ 
ed from his wounds, completely saturat­ 
ing the clothing of th** remaining occu­ 
pants of tlie car, frig htening them so bad­ 
ly that they attempted to jump out of the 
windows into the river, but wt*re restrained 
by t be brakeman.

Finally a t ug was secured and anchored 
« lirectly beneath the dang ling car and the 
survivors rescued by means of a rope, each 
descent!ing baud ov*-r hand.
